The Canadian Federaition of Agri^! 
culture has presented the following- 
statement of wheat policy to the fed¬ 
eral cabinet in Ottawa 

fl) That it is not necessary at-the 
present times to ifltfoduce compu.- 
sory restriction of acreage seeded to 
wheat. _ 

(2) That the Wheat' Board an¬ 
nounce for the coming crop yea^ the 
total amount of wheat which it'will 
accept for delivery; that amount of 
grain delivered by grower be based 
on -estimated amount -which the board 
may be expected to market in 1941-42 
crop year; that the amount will pri- 
-aerve to each farm unit an equitable 
share fn-proportion to past production 
of specific cro]^ district. 

f3) That st-eps be taken to increase 
the initial payment-for wheat deliv- 
erejd in the crop year of 1941. 

(4) That until wheat prices reaclj 
some parity with things entering into 
cost of^-productioni a processing tax of 
not less than 60 cts. per bushels be 
placed-pn wheat milled for domestic 
use. This revenue may be added to 
increase the initial payment to thC 
farmer. 

(5) That bread grain surpluses be 
regarded as reserve to ensure con¬ 
stant supply of wheat to Britain, and 
also be read to ineeL Eurdpean needs 
when the war has been won. . 

(6) ' That the government be asked 
.to provide financial assistance to far¬ 
mers for construction of adequate 
storage facilities; that the practice of 
paying farm storage be continued and

Most politely Admiral Chichester 
replied, “I suggest that you inquire on 
that point of Commodore Dewey, He 
is fully informed as to our plans.” 

When Dewey sailed in to the attack, 
the German fleet Started a manoeuvre 
that was, expressed mildly, definitely- 
menacing. ' 

The fate of Dewey’s fleet and the 
future of the United States hung *in 
balance.

Germany would have been in the war, 
and Germany’s power was at that 
time superior by lar to the power of 
the United Sta'tes. 

The British fleet countered von 
Diedrichs’ move s<- unmistakably that 
the German admiral dared not carry 
the bluff through. 

The battl-s of Manila Bay was ours; 
Germany was clearly warned that 
England would not .stand by and see 
the United States go down. 

The decision of the Spanish-Ameri- 
can war was there made sure. 

The^ United States was set forward 
on the march that has made it today 
the most powerful and the wealthiest 
and the freest nation in the world.
